Compromise on Arms Plan 


Safeguards Atomic Secret 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., 
eontroversial British proposal for a 
world troop and armamente court— 
which, if accepted, might have fore- 
ed the United States to disclose vital 
atomic secrets—was reported au-| 
thoritatively Wednesday to have 
been dropped by a powerful United | 
Nations commiitee in a sudden, 
compromise move, | 

Said to have been urged by Presi- | 
dent Paul-Henri Spaak, of the as- | 
sembly, the compromise is condi- 
tional upon its acceptance by the 
US., Great Britain and Russia. 

However, representatives of those 
three nations, members of an eight~- 
man drafting committee on dis- | 
armament, accepted the proposal, 
and they have agreed to report to 
their chiefs and then inform a sub- 
committee dealing with the British 
issue the result of their consulta-_ 
tions. 

Details of the compromise plan are 
lacking, but it was said if the three 
big powers agree on it, the whole 
resolution can be completed in 10 
minutes and the assembly can act 
on it when it meets Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Tuesday night, Britain and Rus- 
sia agreed “in principle” to a vast | 
porgram of arms reduction, and a} 
world-wide troop census with veri- | 
fication of forces and armaments, 
The “armament” clause meant that 
the U.S. might be forced to tell 
secrets of the atomic bomb. :

Author, Columnist, 
| Runyon Is Dead 


NEW YORK, (AP) — Damon 
Runyon, 62-year-old author and 
columnist, died Tuesday night in 
hospital. 

The widely-read and widely-quot- 
ed author was admitted to hospital 
last Friday for treatment for a liver 
ailment, His general health had been 
poor for a long time. During the last 
‘year a throat ailment prevented 

him from speaking. 

There will be no funeral services 
| for Runyon, friends reported. They 
said he had requested that his 
body be cremated at an unspecified 
time and place. 

Runyon’s gifted pen interpreted 
Broadway's characters to the world. 
Habitues of the famous street—big, 
£mall and in between—knew Runyon 
and sometimes were the inspiration 
for his short stories, many of which 


said he made ha!f a million dollars 
writing about “one little section of 
New York.” 

After publishing books of verse, 
he was author of “Guys and Dolls,” 
“Blue Plate Special,” “Money from 
Home,” “Best of Runyon,” “A Slight 
Case of Murder,” a play; “My Wife 
Ethel,” “Take It Easy.” and “My 
Old Man.” 

Runyon was a fashion plate. He 
never paid less than $48 for a pair 
of shoes. 

A teetotaler for many years, he 
was an inveterate coffee drinker, 
— consuming up to 40 cups a 

ay. 

Born in Manhattan, Kas., he got 
| his first sports writing job in New 
York in 1911, on the American. He 
became known both as a_ sports 
writer and as a news reporter of 
general news,

OTTAWA, With the most obvious

There is a five percent corporation 
tax which must be levied by the 
provinces that accept the dominion 
tax agreement but which will be 
dropped when all provinces have 
signed. It is likely that industry,

Mr. Drew knows, too, that dual 
income taxes will be no more popu- 
lar in Ontario than they would 
have been in British Columbia. or 
Manitoba.

Declares He’ll Leave Country 


OTTAWA, (CP) F. E. Han- 
ratty, flery leader of the Veterans’ 
Housing league, Tuesday was found 
guilty of forcibly entering a naval 


barracks here. From the prisoner's 
dock, he said the verdict would 
prompt him to “shake the dust of 
this country from my feet to seek 
true democracy elsewhere.” 

Hanratty, former air force ob- 
server, and George Bleakney, Ot- 
tawa barrister, were found guilty 
by a jury of 12 and sentenced to pay 
a $200 fine each or serve three 
months in jail. They paid the 
fines. They were charged as a re- 
sult of the seizure by the Housing 
league of H.M.C.S. Carleton on the 
edge of Dow's lake in southwest 
Ottawa.

A. E. Arscott, President of The Cana-| 


dian Bank of Commerce, Outlines 
Progress In Reconversion 


Unforeseen Difficulties Encountered— 
Not Yet All Solved 


Bank’s Progressive Year Reviewed by S. M. Wedd, 
Vice-President and General Manager 


At the Annual Meeting of the 
Shareholders of The Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, held in the 
Head Office of the Bank in the 
City of Toronto, December 10th, 
Mr. Allan E. Arscott, C.B.E., Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Stanley M. Wedd, 
Vice-President and General Man- 
ager, presented the Annual State- 
ment of the Bank's operations in 
the past year, together with a re- 
view of business conditions. Mr. 
Arecott’s address to the meeting 
follows, in part: 


More than twelve months have 
passed since the fighting ceased on the 
battle fronts of the recent World War. 
The people of many of the countries 
involved are directing their efforts 
now towards the achievement of their 
ideals of peace-time activity, and so 
it is in Canada, 


At the end of our crop year we view 
. country which has received a full 
measure of the bounty of Providence. 
This year’s crops over all are among 
the highest on record. ‘The harvest in 
the Prairie Provinces has been out- 
tanding. The orchard districts have 
prospered, although the difficulties of 
obtaining adequate packing and ship- 
ping materials hindered for a time the 
marketing of many of the products. 
Forestry operations are the most 
active ever undertaken in Canada 
owing to a peak demand at home and 
abroad for lumber, wood pulp and 
newsprint, All in all the year now 
coming to a close can be considered a 
good one so far as our primary prod- 
ucts are concerned, 

Canada has so long been considered 
by many to be a country dependent 
for its prosperity on the products of 
the land, be it in agriculture, forestry 
or mining, or of the sea, that the 
industrial development which took 
place during the war years may be 
overlooked. This development was 
essential to the war effort, but in the 
year that has passed we have com- 
menced a noteworthy reconversion to 
peace-time activities. 

RECONVERSION 

A year ago we faced a major task of 

casting Canada’s greatly enlarged 
productive system to cope with the 
anticipated needs of peace-time both 
in Canada and abroad, This change- 
over involved the cancellation of war 
contracts of over $1,000 million, the} 
transference of at least 144 million | 
people from the armed forces and 
munition plants to civilian occupa- 
tions, the reconditioning of over- 
worked industries and the redistribu- 
tion of available materials, Up to six 
months ago excellent progress had 
been made but then delays ensued 
through a series of employer-employee 
disputes which crippled the produc- 
tion of many factories and mills 
during the past summer. We lost 
imong other things during that 
period a very large volume ot indus- 
trial production, which might now be 
regarded as the ‘unfinished business” 
of the current year and which must 
be undertaken anew. In the last two 
months there has been a resumption 
of business in all industrial fields 
and, taking the year as a whole, how 
well this massive and arduous recon- | 
version work has been done may be 
judged by a few facts. 

Civilian employment during the 
year reached a record peace-time 
level, in spite of the difficulties of re- 
location, and it has been estimated 
that in the spring of this year 4% 
million people were gainfully em- 
ployed. Production of civilian goods 
generally has been high—exceeding, 
in many lines, the volume established 
in 1939. Noticeable, too, has been 
the buoyancy of our exports which 
have been at an average monthly 
rate of roughly $175 million, and this 
without the volume of war supplies 
that bulked large in exports in the 
war years, This average in compari- 
son with 1935-1939 figures is about 
double the pre-war value. Imports of 
a monthly average of approximately 
$150 million were the highest in the 
recent history of this country. 1 
think we can all agree that this record 
is a worthy accomplishment. 


MAIN OBJECTIVES 
There have been unforeseen diffi- 


culties to pope with in this transition 
riod and they all are not yet solved, 


New problems and issues that were in | 


the first instance considered — of 
secondary importance now are devel- 
oping to an extent that commands 
caretul thought and study, 


From the maze of ideas and ideals | 


that gained prominence during the 
war years two stand out; the objec- 
tive of a high level of employment 
and the desire for stability. These 
“targets” are not capable of achieve- 
ment merely through _ legislative 
enactment nor are they capable of 
precise statistical measurement, yet 
they well may serve to set the course 
of economic activity for years to 


inflation, Over-all policies must be 
designed to match consumption with 
maximum output. 


INFLATIONARY TENDENCIES 
IN THE ECONOMY 

There are many definitions of 
inflation and much attention has been 
directed to its inherent evils. As aa 
almost inevitable accompaniment of 
high-level war production, thtre has 
been a marked expansion of the 
volume of money which might be 
viewed as monetary inflation. On 
the other hand, by means of price 
and wage controls, investment of 
savings in Government bond issues 
and taxation to meet the costs of war, 
price inflation has been moderate. 
However, the increase in money 
supply brings with it ominous possi- 
bilities, the seriousness of which 
depends on a number of factors. If 
people decide to hold their cash or 
savings deposits and to retain Govern- 
ment bonds bought during the war

that extent the threat is reduced, but

deflationary tendencies it is usual to | 


begin with an assumed balance be- 
tween goods and services available on 
the one Ahand, and the purchasing 
nower of the people on the other. 
Jeviations from this balance are 
viewed as inflationary or deflationary 
depending upon which factor is in 
greater supely. The quantity | of 
money available now for consumption 
purposes in relation to the present 
supply of goods emphasizes the 
inflationary potential. In pursuing 
this pattern of thought caution must 
be exercised in assuming that people 
will spend without regard for price or 
exercise of choice. However, as I have 
indicated already, the swing of the 
pendulum depends upon many fac- 
tors, not the least of which is the 
attitude of the consuming public— 


| and their attitude cannot be forecast 


with any degree of accuracy. 

Having regard for the above cir- 
cumstances it is in the interests of all 
business to consider in terms of cur- 
rent conditions the significance of 
term “pent-up demand’, and what 
has become known as the “back-log” 
of unfilled orders, Ordinarily, demand 
is governed by prices, and upward 
price adjustments may serve to 
restrain the volume of replacement 
demand. Care must be taken, there- 
fore, to avoid the making of commit- 
ments which depend for success upon 
further price increases and free spend- 
ing. Also it cannot be overlooked 
that “pricing out of the market” can 
happen both at home and abroad. 
Hence it is necessary to keep in mind 
that increasing costs of production 


can be the main contributing factor | 


to such a development. 


TAXATION 

During war time taxes are paid 
willingly in the main because people 
are motivated by a sense of patriotism 
and duty. When this urge subsides 
the continued heavy burden of taxa- 
tion becomes noticeable and acts as a 
deterrent to investment, to risk-tak- 
ing, to saving, and also to productive 
activity, It must be recognized that 
taxes, whether they are levied on 


| goods or services or earnings, in the 


end fall upon the citizens. It 
impossible to appraise the reaction of 
all individuals concerned, but with 
the great body of workers the impor- 
tant factor is not the gross income 
before tax deduction at the source, 
but the amount of the “take-home” 
pay. In the individual's mind the 
question of whether or not he is being 
reasonably rewarded for his work 
hinges on the net amount he receives 
in his pay envelope. Thus the natural 
incentive of the worker to put forth 
extra effort to achieve maximum per 
capita production, with higher gross 
earnings, tends to diminish when 
heavily graduated income taxes have 
the effect of allowing a relatively 
lower net return for the extra work; 
consequently production suffers. In 
like fashion very high taxes have the 
effect of discouraging venture capital 
necessary for the development of 
those assets which have a relatively 
high rate of depletion, 

Taxation and spending in the main 
are inseparable. It is well understood 
that taxes are necessary and that no 
single ideal expenditure-revenue pat- 
tern can be outlined. The effect, 
however, of continued heavy taxation 
on peace-time activity in all spheres 
suggests fresh study towards revision 
of the whole tax structure. Also, 
consideration may well be given to 
the advisability of turnover or 
tive sales taxes lo a greater extent to 


is 


come. To reach these objectives there 
are a number of factors to be reckoned 
with and a thorough understanding of 
these is of prime importance. I have 
particular reference to the impact of 
the war-time expansion of money, the 
cost and price of commodities (both 
domestic and foreign), and the effects 
of taxation 

In approaching the problem of 
retaining a high level of employment 
we must remember that during the

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


Throughout the war years mneny 
reports have been received of the high 
standing of Canada and Canadians, 
Even in recent months Canada's role 
as a creditor country has been noted 
favorably in other countries, perhaps 
because few, if any, political strings 
lare attached. This is all to the good, 
and no Canadian can be other than 
proud of this record. However, war 
conditions pass, and no less than 
ourselves are the people in other 
countries working toward rehabilita- 
tion. It is at this point that we must 
trade not on our record of the war 
vears but on the quality of our 
products and on our prices relative to 
competitors. Changing costs of pro- 
duction and other allied factors may 
well alter our terms of trade to our 
disadvantage. The test of sustained

continued willingness of foreign coun- 
tries to engage in trade with us, 

Our stake in world trade is perhaps 
as high as that of most countries 
involved in the trade discussions to 
be carried on in connection with the 
operation of international monetar 
agreements. Unless nations wor 
together on problems of trade, efforts 
to stabilize exchange rates and to 
encourage the flow of international 
investment capital will have little 
chance of being effective. Inter- 
national trade is the keystone in the 
whole program of economic co-opera- 
| tion, It is obvious, therefore, that our

In conclusion, I may say that in 
today's transition period it is neces- 
sary to recognize the difficulties 
involved in replacing the war incen-

lose sight of the principles of demo- 
cratic society, as we know them, in 
spite of the seemingly attractive 
| alternative proposals which ultimately 
must lead to the subjugation of the 
individual to the state. It is not my 
intention to attempt to allocate 
responsibility but it becomes our 
business—the business of everyone 
when conditions arise which make it 
impossible to operate as a free ple. 
We Canadians, and I believe I speak 
for all of us, understood that the 
recent war was fought to destroy the 
| possibility of control over our lives by 
jthe arbitrary exercise of power. 
| Maintenance of this objective through 
| the transition is of equal importance. 
| Let it be remembered that individual 
| freedom and democratic government 
| were recognized many centuries ago 
jas the highest yet most difficult way 
of life to attain.

Hint Enforced Arbitration 

There has been serious discussion 
of compulsory arbitration, at last 
for nation-wide, or key, industries, 
even in the cabinet. 

“What is so evil about it?” one 
cabinet member asked recently, in 
an off-record interview on the sub- 
ject. “Secretary (of labor) Schwell- 
enbach and the president have been 
opposed to it, but they have been 
getting some argument lately.” 

There is belief the president will 
suggest it in his first message to 
congress. 

Both labor and management have 
been opposed to compulsory arbi- 
tration. Labor looks up on it as an 
invasion of its right to strike. The

Extra Food 
Is Refused

LONDON, Dec. 11 -(BUP)- The 
sore question of food for British 
athletes training for the olympic 
fames of 1948 has again been 
biought to the forefront by a gov 
ernment refusal to allow Britain's 
sportsmen additional rations, 


THIS REFUSAL was the out- | 


come of efforts by Flight-Lieuten- 
ant William Teeling, Conservative 
memebr of Parliament for Bright- 
ton, to secure more and better food 
for Britain's olympic prospects and 
athletes competing abroad, 

In the House of Commons, Teel- 
ing asked the minister of food. 
Jehn Strachey, if he was aware 
that foreign athletic teams visiting 
this country are bringing their own 
food with them as British food ra- 
tions are not enough to sustain 
them. He pointed out that British 
athletes and sporting teams were 
centemplating training to Eire 
where food is excellent both in 
quantity and variety, before com 
peting In contests abroad, He in- 
cated this would help to over 
come the handicap imposed by 
British food restrictions, 

TEELING referred to the olym 
pic games to be held in London 
in 1948 and asked if the minister 
would consider British 
athletes in view of the fact “that 
our prestige in sport is suffering 
due to lack of correct food for 
them.” 

These efforts met 
ative. written reply from Doctor 
Ecith Summerskill, parliamentary 
secretary to the ministry of food. 
The reply stated “I have no infor- 
m;tion concerning the matters re- 
ferred to. I regret, however, that 
the ministry is not prepared in 
ircrease the rations of people com. 
peting in sporting events.”

@Decorated Hero Tells 
“OF Northland Rescue 


Tuesday the United States Army honored a color- 
ful, Alberta-born hero, with the award of the Medal of 


Freedom. The medal was ¢ 
brun, 37-year-old northland 
trapper and prospector. 

COL. WILLIAM W. Jones, 
manding USAAF Air Transport 
Command detachment in Edmonton 
Presented the medal which was 
for the successful rescue of four 
Americans from a sinking plane

Mrs. Anne H. Barnard, director 
of the Women’s Division of the 
National Safety Gouncil, knows the 
hazards and how to avoid them. 
Here is her advice to young mo- 
thers, 

ACCIDENTS caused 58.9 per cent 
of the deaths of children under 
five last year—the lowest rate on 
record for this age group, Mrs, Bar- 
nard says the most child deaths 
were caused by burns and suffoca- 
tion. Poisoning, drowning and fai 
ling contributed to the total of 
7,912 child fatalities occurring in 
1944, 

She says even the safety pin is 
unsafe because of the dangers of 
pricking a child or of its being 
swallowed, A mother so often sets 
a poor example by holding safety 
pins in her mouth while changing 
a diaper.
